The week of October 4 to 10 will

: BOTH DECRY EFFORTS TO MAKE THEM HEROES 


To Penetrate Submarine Hull 


New London, Conn., October 3. 
There must be heroes in this grisly 
business of recovering the bodies of 
the men who died when the S-51 went 
to the floor of the ocean with a mortal 


wound in her side, although the two 
men who chance to be the heroes of 
the salvage operation don’t wish to 
be heroes, at all. They would rather 
nothing were said about what they 
did. 

But despite their modesty, the story 
ean be told tonight of William Lilja 
and William Reed, deepsea divers em- 
ployed by the Chapman firm of marine 
wreckers, which furnished the gear for 
the fumbling, uncertain job. 

Lilja went through a passage in the 
dark interior of the S-51 just barely 
big enough to admit the entrance of 
his bulky diving helmet. He knew 
that he might have te back out and 
might catch the collar of the apparatus 
in ‘such a way as to mmprison him be- 
vond reach of rescuers. He had good 
luck and got out all right.

A “loveless league,” with a member- 
ship of 50 men and a waiting list of 
1,500 who have lost faith in women, 
has been discovered here. 


Business men, students, clerks, 
working men, a policeman, and a 
chimney-sweep are among the mem- 
bers. All are men who have been 
disappointed in love. 

Upon joining the loveless league 
they took an oath not to associate or 
correspond with, or to speak endear- 
ingly to any woman but mother or 
sister. 

Membership in the league is limited 
to 50 men, but so importunate are 
applicants on the waiting list that 
enlargement at least 100-—enough to 
take care of really sincere applicants 
—is being considered. 

The league is not a joke, at least 
to its members. Boys who with 
youthful cynicism believe they will 
never care for women are not want- 
ed. ‘The test is whether a man has 
actually and seriously been so deeply 
and permanently disappointed in love 
that his affections have weakened, 
if not disappeared. 

Several of the members are. mar- 
ried, and some are living with their 
wives, but are unhappily married. 

John B. Mulholland, a young busi- 


ness man, is president of the league, 
and one of ifs organizers. 

“I was married during the war,” 
he explained. “I was happy as a lark 
until one of my friends pointed out 
a girl in the street known as a 
‘sport’ among his friends. It was my 
wife. 

“One thing followed another, and 
we separated. I don’t believe any- 
one can wonder why I don’t want to 
zo through another experience like 
that. 

“A year ago it occurred to me 
that I knew other men in Manchester 
and other cities who had had similar 
troubles. IL formed a sort of corres- 
pondence bureau, and we agreed to 
write to each other. Ms idea was 
merely to form a circle of friends 
who would not be likely to fall for 
any woman—a ‘men-only’ affair. 

“The idea was a distinct success, 
About 20 of us formed the loveless 
league and set what we thought would 
be a high limit of membership at 50. 
Lut we had no sooner formed the 
league than converts came flocking in. 

“We don’t just sit about feeling 
sorry for ourselves, but form our own 
circles of friends. Once every two 
months we hold a meeting at a quiet 
country hotel. We drink and sing 
and end up early in the morning with 
three jeers fer matrimony.”

Douglas, with four warehouses, sell- 
ing 7,794,416 pounds, led all Geor- 
gia towns in: the sale of tobacco 
during the 1925 season, which has just 
closed. Nashville, with four ware- 
houses, selling 6,571,845 pounds, was 
second, and Blackshear's four ware- 
houses, avith 6,036,578 pounds, ranked 
third. 


According to consolidated figures 
compiled by the Georgia Cooperative 
crop reporting service, Peter V. Rice, 
statistician, warehouses in Georgia 
sold a total of 49,384.246 pounds of 
tobacco for a total of $7,110,207.58 at 
an average of 14.40 cents a pound. 

Of the total pounds sold all were 
produced in Georgia except 1,504,181 
pounds, which were grown in Florida 
and South Carolina. 


The 1925 crop, 70,000 acres, with 
12,000 growers, compares with the 
1924 crop of 40,000 acres, with 7,- 
000 growers, which brought a total of 
$6,160,000, or an average price of 20 
cents per pound, 


The 1925 crop came up to expecta- 

tions as to yield, as the crop was esti- 
mated at 50,000,000 pounds, the dif- 
.ference being in the average price of 
20 cents for 1924 and 14.40 cents for 
1925. The fall-off in average price for 
this year being due, agriculturists say, 
to the number of new and inexperi- 
enced growers and to the drouth.

On French Debt Pleasing 


To Caillaux Is Beliet 


 ——————— 


Expert Asserts Commis- 
sion Preferred to Return 
Without Agreement But 
With Good Intentions. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 
Washington, October 3.—The 
French have a phrase for the form in 


which the debt negotiations stopped. 
“interruption cordiale.” and there is 
some reason to infer that M. Caillaux 
was pleased with this status and pre- 
ferred to return to Paris having given 
America convineing evidence of good 
intentions, but without signing an 
agreement of the sort that would be 
satisfactory to America. 

His appearance as he prepared to 
leave Washington indicated satisfac- 
tion. He said he would earry the 
final proposal to his ministry, but de- 
clined to answer a question whether 
he would personally recommend it. To 
the Americans the closing status is 
naturally not as satisfactory as a 
signed agreement. At the same time, 
if the French ministry and parliament 
accept the proposal, America will now 
receive for five years just twice as 
much annually as it has been getting. 
Meantime France's original contract 
as made during the war remains, 
Even if the proposal should be re- 
jected by the French government, 
America will have gained by the con- 
ference, The French debt today is on 
a basis very much improved from a 
year aro. 


To sum up the present status very | 


briefly, the French debtor bas come 
to see his American ereditor and has 
deseribed his conditions very fully. 


At the end the American ereditor has | 


said that we appreciate the conditions 
and that it will be all right if the 
French debtor will pay one per cent 
interest, $40,000.000 a year, for the 
next five years, these payments to be 
in full settlement of current interest, 
the obligation for the principal re- 
maining in full force. 


French Offer. 


Stated chronologically, the French 
offer was to pay $25,000,000 annually 
for the first five vears; $30,000,000 
annually for the following five: $60.- 
000,000 annually for the following 
ten, and $90,000,000 annually for 42 
years, these payments to extinguish 
the debt. The Americans cousidered 
this and made their reply. 

This was followed by much discus- 
sion in which France's debt to Great 
Iiritain had a large part. At the end, 
the Americans made their first pro- 
posal. It consisted of three main 
items:

The Cherokee national forest is lo- | 


'eated in Tennessee, Georgia and North 
‘Carolina, and comprises 806,500 acres. 
[It was originally the home of the 
‘(Cherokee Indians, the largest and ene 
of the most important tribes east of 
ithe Alleghenies, and the highest 
'eylture north of Mexico. ‘They were 
moved west in I838 by General Win- 
‘field Scott to Oklahoma, though some 
,of their descendants are now locsted 
in North Carolina. 

The forest was acquired by the fed- 
‘eral government through purchases 
from, private owners, under the au- 
thority of the Weeks law of 1911. 
The program has gone steadily ahead 
under this act, and was given added 
'impetus by the Clarke-McNary law of 
1924. One feature of the federal 
government ownership is that it does 
not hinder publie camping. fishing, 
hunting, hiking and the like, but 
‘rather encourages the public to use 
‘the reservation, with the request that 
eare he exercised for the prevention 
‘of fires.

For Missing Air Mail Pilot 


Bellefonte, Penn., October 3.—(?)— 
More than 1,000 persons and 11 air- 
planes joined in the search today for 
Charles H. Ames, missing mail plane 
pilot, but when darkness fell over the 
Allegheny mountains tonight, no trace 
of him had been found. 

The flier was bound from New York 
for Chicago when he failed to land at 
the aviation field just east of this city 
Thursday night. No communication 
has been had from him. 

The flier was last heard from at 
Harleton, about 20 miles east of Belle- 
fonte. His passage was reported by 
telephone by the watchman at the 
emergency field there to the Bellefonte 
field at 11:35 p. m. When Ames left 
the east, the weather was good. but 
it was “closing in,” in the words of 
General Superintendent Fgge, as he 


‘npproached Bellefonte. It was thought 
likely that as the weather grew hazy. 


Ames flew higher and missed the 
Bellefonte field. 

This theory, coupled with a report 
that a plane was heard late Thurs- 
day night near Clarion, Penn., 50 to 
60 miles west of’ Bellefonte on the 
regular course to Cleveland, caused 
the air mail service to send two planes 


‘from Cleveland to that vicinity today. 


An intensive search will be made west 
of here tomorrow. 

Four planes from the army, six 
from the air mail service, and one 
commercial flier searched the ground 
east of here today, while hundreds 
of persons passed over roads and 
through the thickly wooded areas, |

Memorial Service To Be Held 


:: FIFTH BODY RECOVERED FROM ENGINE ROOM :: 


Today for Dead Upon S-51;'| 


New London, Conn., October 3.—A 
simple memorial service for the men 
who lost their lives on the 8-51 will 
mark the end here tomorrow morning 
of a tense week, during which hope 
for those entombed on the sunken sub- 
marine was abandoned only after 
heroic rescue efforts. 

Nothing remains now but to pay 
honor to the dead. With the final 
discovery that water had flooded every 
compartment of the S-51, the last 
vestige of hope was abandoned. - 

It is thonght that 20 of the 26 
bodies still held by the sea will never 
be found. The theory is generally ac- 
cepted now that a rush of water, 
when the craft was first rammed, 
washed many of the crew into the 
water. 

The appearance of a school of sharks 
has added a sinister possibility that 
the fate of some of the men may never 
be known. 

Rescue operations were abandoned 


again today because of heavy seas. 
Salvage operations will be discussed 
over the week-end, and if the weather 
permits, it is possible that on Mon- 
day efforts will be made to raise the 
sunken hull, now stripped of even the 
remembrance of human life. 

The memorial services for the dead 


will be held at the base theater here. 
attended by relatives of the victims 
and men from the naval station. A 
wreath is to be placed in the center 
of the platform and Chaplain A. R. 
Parker will conduct the services. A 
choir, recruited from the navy person-

Champaign, Ill., October 3.—(@)— 
A revengeful Nebraska football team, 
smarting under defeats of 1923 and 
1924, rose to superior power today, 


vanquished Illinois 14 to 0, and ac- 
complished what no other football 
; team has been able to do—completely 
stop Red Grange, America’s outstand- 
ing football star. 

Grange was nailed almost in his 
tracks virtually every time he started 
Making his 1925 debut, he carried the 
ball 19 times for a total gain of 62 
yards. He also heaved a pass that 
netted 18 yards, making -him respon- 
sible for a total gain of 80 yards. 

Unable to pierce the magnificent 
Nebraska defense, and thwarted in his 
efforts to circle the ends, Grange was 
taken out of the game a few seconds 
after the start of the fourth period. 
As the noted player, covered with mud 
from head to foot, walked to the side- 
lines, tears gathered in his eyes and 
he fell into the waiting arms of his 
comrades.

Zuppke’s Place in Athletics. 
BY H. G. SALSINGER. 


Robert C. Zuppke of the University 
of Illinois is more than a _ football 
coach; he is the coach of. football 
coaches. 

He has been a football coach for 19 
seasons; he has been a coach of foot- 
ball coaches through 11 summers. 


The first summer school for coaches 
in the United States was established 
at the University of Illinois in 1914. 
The class in football was coached 
by Zuppke. The class numbered 75 
men. In 1925 the class numbered 297 
men. 

Zuppke alone cannot teach football 
to all players, but he can teach men 
how to teach football. 

The secret of Zuppke’s success is his 
ability to arrive at a given point by 
the shortest possible route. He has 
simplified football. He has removed 
the frills, eliminated the word waste. 
He always manages te strike at the 
root. 


Is Practical Coach. 

His great value lies in making 
everything practical. There are thou- 
sands of football plays, but only a 
comparatively few are used. 

“I have here a net of plays by 
Zuppke,”’ said Fielding Harris Yost 
| of Michigan one day last season. “Go 
‘through all of them and you won't 


‘find one that is not of practical use. 
| Every play is sound and perfectly log- 
fical. Zuppke is a great coach.” 


He has a dynamic personality. He 


‘is forceful. He is intelligent and quick 
.of mind, 


the leading strategist of the 
game. 

Many of the newer football strata- 
gems of the last decade were devised 
by Zuppke. He first developed the 
screen pass in 1906, when a_ high 
school coach. Later he used it as a 
varsity coach at Illinois. Zuppke 
conceived the idea that on a _ short 
pass linemen were more useful as a 
protecting wall in front of the re- 
ceiver than as protectors for the 
passer, and from this more or less un- 
intentional origin developed one of the 
strongest offensive weapons in the 
game. In 1921 Zuppke invented the 
“huddle” formation for calling sig- 
nals. This system was generally 
adopted through the west and was in- 
troduced in the east last year. Zuppke 
also invented the strategy maps to aid 
the quarterback. He organized and 
simplified game strategy. 

The extraordinary thing about 
Zuppke is that he was never a varsity 
player himself. He appeared on the 
football fields of the University of 
Wisconsin in the autumn of 1901, 
togged out in moleskins, and an- 
nounced himself a candidate for the 
varsity team. He wanted to play in 
the backfield. 


Too Small to Play. 

Everyone knew that Zuppke was 
too small and too light. In 1901 they 
demanded beef and brawn for their 
teams and Zuppke carried neither. All 
he had was grit, determination and 
ambition, to say nothing of nerve, 
They teld him they could not use him, 
but he stayed around anyway and to 
git rid of him they let him play with 
the scrubs. An hour later the hos- 
pital received him. 

Zuppke was back the next day, 
patched up but none the less enthu- 
siastic or ambitious. He got in with 
the serubs again and a second visit

Tigers, was not successful, and he 
dropped back into the minors—first 
Norfolk, then Reading, and finally 
Buffalo. 

In 1919 Harris came to Washing-- 
ton, where he has been a star per- 
former ever since. At the age of 27, 
he was made manager, being the 
league pilot ever 
known. :

Asks To Sell Assets 
To Meet Liabilities 


Memphis, Tenn., October 3.—() 
The Dixie Cotton Oil company, in a 
supplemental bill filed in federal dis- 
trict court here today, asked that the 
receivers for the National Cottonseed 
Producets corporation be authorized 
to dispose of $1,000,000 of assets to 
meet pressing liabilities. 

‘The Dixie company was one of the 
several concerm which recently insti- 
tuted reeivership proceedings against 
the products corporation, organized 
last year as a consolidation of nearly 
a score of cottonseeds mills in Ten- 
nessee, Arkansas and other states. 

The bill filed today estimated that 
the assets of the corporation, after 
the disposal of the $1,000,000 of as- 
sets, still would amount to approxi- 
mately $4,000,000, with an outstand- 
ing indebtedness of only $750,000. 

The filing of receivership proceed- 
ings about a month ago came on the 
heels of a contest between opposing 
factions among the stockholders for 
control of the organization, which re- 
sulted in litigation in state courts. 

Negotiations looking to the as- 
sembling of financial support to pro- 
vide for the immediate needs of the 
corporation have been in progress for 
several days between the receivers 
and representatives of financial 
groups here and in other states.

GEORGIA OYSTER BEDS 
GROWING IN FAVOR 


i Darien, Ga., October 3.—(Special.) 
The opening up of some of Georgia's 
Natural oyster beds to dredging, which 
We are now preparing to do, is going 
to mean, in my opinion, an even 
greater expansion and development in 
the coastal packing enterprise than 
we have had in the past year,” says 
Tidewater’ Commissioner R. W. Clan- 
¢ey, of Darien, in an interview with 

The Week. 

“There has been a big development 
jn the fisheries business along Geor- 
gia’s coast during the past year, at- 
tributable more largely to the new 
protective laws than anything else, 
and yet those enterprises, both old and 
new, have experienced the inevitable 
result of properly marketing a better 
quality of prawn especially than we 

- have had for many years, 

“Truth is, there have been more 
prawn in our waters this year than 
the enterprises could handle, and that 
has come . out through enforcement 
of a protective Jaw during the spawn- 
ing season. Mississippi has marketed 
them cheaper than some of the Geor- 

gia product has been offered, but a 
comparison has shown that prawn 
taken from our waters this year are | 
far superior ,and the same thing is 
proving true, upon examination, with 
the Georgia oyster. 

To Open Up Beds. 

“THleretofore it has been unlawful to 
dredge for oysters, but we are going 
to open up some of the natural beds 
in the next few weeks and. that will 
give a consiterable impetus to the 
business. 

“Qne of the things which has most : 
impressed me, aside from the wonder- 
ful spirit of cooperation among the 
packers with the state, is the fact that 
a number of packing enterprises and 
dealers have come into Georgia from 
Florida territory, and they are all do- 
ing well. One of the striking features 
of the future prospect of Georgia’s 
coastal enterprise is in the fact that 
packers have found out that oysters 
taken from Georgia waters are entirely 
free from pollution. I have gone pret- 
ty carefully into a survey of the trade 
situation and find that there is now a! 
eonstantly increasing demand for both | 
prawn and oysters from- Georgia wa- | 
ters, A great deal has been said in} 
the past two or three years about’ the. 
potential possibilities of Georgia 8 un | 
developed oyster and fishery enter- | 
prise. It has not been exaggerated. | 
As an off-hand proposition I wonld | 
sar, even under our new laws, which | 
will bring a-pretty constant increase | 
in these lines for the next several | 
vears. we have not yet even well | 
seratched the surface, and in less than | 
five years froth today we are going to 
find a coastal enterprise four or five 
times as great as it is today.

The only other 
reasons for it are the very active 
stock market which many persons per- 
sistently mistake for active business 
and the general disposition of business 
to stimulate trade by optimistic fore- 
casts. 

Now I must not be understood as 
adding any dark colors to the pic- 
ture. In fact I think conservative 
business men will agree that a slow, 
steady growth in industry is far pref- 
erable to any sudden visitation of 
prosperity through a boom. ‘The truth 
is. that business is reasonably good 
everywhere. ‘There are fewer bad 
spots in industry today than at any 
time in*several years and business 
will grow steadily but slowly and 
soundly better. 

First of all, factory production is 
quite high now. It was at its high 
point in August and figures when 
available will, I am sure, show a 
still higher level in September. The 
bureau of Jabor reports that in 62 
industries in over 7,000 establishments 
examined, {4 per cent of them re- 
ported full time operation. This 
means that an increase in production 
of just 6 per cent will bring these 
plants up to full time operation. We 
can expect much more than that, se 
that we see there is not a large mar- 
gin for heavy expansion without ex- 
ceeding plant capacity. 

The chief gain which I see in busi- 
ness is the improvement in profits. 
Increased earnings, even where output 
has been no larger, have been noted 
in several industries. The railroads, 
this very week, report greater net 
operating income in August. Seven- 
ty roads which made something over 
$52,000,000 in August last year, made 
3106,000,000 this year. 

Industry is operating more cheaply 
and it is getting better prices for its 
products than it did last year. There 
is nothing in sight to justify the be- 
lief that prices will change very much 


in either direction during the re- 
mainder of this year. Money rates 
tend upward, though, there has been 
and seems to be in sight no significant 
rise in commercial paper rates. Call 
thoney has had a few boosts, but these 
have no relation whatever to that 
eredit which industry depends on for 
its life. The reserve ratio is rela- 
tively high. Those who control our 
banking policies seem to be lenient 
in the matter of rates. There is no 
indication of a strain on our credit 
from crop movements. The absence 
of forward buying removes another 
large source of demand for credit. Al- 
together it is difficult to see from 
what quarter any serious tightening 
of money could come. 

Three well-known business barom- 
eters are well worth examining. First, 
railroad tonnage. ‘Tonnage during 
August was higs, though not any 
higher than July and in September 
moved up still higher. The general 
movement in tonnage has been up- 
ward since June and it is well above 
the level of last year. ‘This index 
clearly points to the fact that that 
business is well along in the upward 
swing of a eycle which began about 
this time last year. 

The next is bank debits. These 
have risen steadily at an _ extraor- 
(inary rate. In July the total repre- 
sented the highest point reached by 
bank debits in years. ‘These debits 
are usually at their peak points near 
the beginning and end of the year. 
But this year the lowest monthly aver- 
ages have been much higher than the 
highest in preceding years. 

Next comes the steel barometer. 
The month just closed brought a gain 
in unfilled orders and an increase in 
production of pig iron and steel. The 
iron industry, in common with all 
others, is now entering the final 
quarter of the year. The general be- 
lief in this business is that production 
will have to. be increased over that 
of the quarter just ended. Here again, 
then is evidence of the upward swing 
in the business cycle. 

Add to these things the fact that 
not in years has business seen the 
approach of congress with less mis- 
givings than today. The stage seems 
to be set in every direction in 
finanee, production, distribution and 
government—for a season, if not a 
Whole year of very sound business.

manipulation is absolutely unbridled 
and chaotie conditions prevail. It is 
a battle of wits and money between 
pool operators and short sellers, with 
the shorts getting the worst of it to 
date, but having on their side the 
combined opinion of at least 75 per 
eent of traders and investors who are 
familiar with Wall street and its 
operations, 

It isa stubborn and bitter fight and 
dominated by violent activity. Many 
signs point to higher prices for rails 
and oil stocks, but every indi¢eation 
is that the broad upward surge in the 
industrial list is aecompanied by dis- 
tribution as rapidly as it is possible 
for the pools to distribute, and it is 
felt in conservative circles that buy- 
ers of motors particualrly, other than 
the day to day speculators, will ulti- 
mately hold their stocks at levels 
whieh will not be duplicated for years 
to come. 

Real Values Seen. 


One good feature in connection with 
wild price movements in some sections 
of the market is that it makes increas- 
ingly apparent the real value behind 
good. stocks and the technical position 
of these is improving constantly, with 
every likelihood that averages will re- 
main comparatively constant through 
advances in them, when other divisions 
are breaking sharply. 

Some of the shrewd traders have 
been wrong during the whole year, and 
fortunes are reported as being tied up 
on the short side by some of the spec- 
ulators who in the past were almost 
invariably on the winning side. In 
fact, some of them have been so thor- 
oughly whipped that they have turned 
bullish and are in a fair way to be 
whip-sawed. 

Sharpshooters are in evidence in 
every brokerage office. They are in 
and out of stocks many times daily, 
and few of them will carry a short 
or long line overnight and never over 
a week-end. © 

Excessive Caution Developed. 

Excessive caution has developed and 
a quick turn for a few points, loss or 
profit, is the rule. They are trying to 
catch the swings and in many in- 
stances are doing so, but it looks 
probable that many of them will 
finally overstay and be caught. This 
has almost invariably been the case 
in the past. While altitude records 
are being shattered in some parts, 
others are declining gently and un- 
obtrusively. This applies very notably 
to the public utility shares, which led 
the market for months and which have 
reached an inflation point where even 
the amateur statistician plainly sees 
the danger point. The banks are using 
full power to endeavor to stem the 
tide of over-speculation and one of 
the most potent forces at their com- 
mand is the money rate, as it aplies 
to loans. Some stocks that are sell- 
ing up around $200 are accepted in 
loans at $100, and this is a dismal 
situation for stock brokers,” who are 
already loaned up to the hilt and

The publie utility companies have 
held the stage for months because of 
the absorptions of one by another and 
now the financial structures of many 
of them are so complicated, and issue 
after issue is so pyramided that when 
final earnings for the years are ayail- 
able, there will probably be a scramble 
to unload and unloading will only be 
possible at a tremendous sacrifice. 

W arnings notes are being sounded 
again and again from the best informed 
scurces, but they receive little heed. 

Absolute quiet prevails in the oils, 
and yet the companies will probably 
show record earnings for the year. 
lhere is teo much oil stock out and 
the strongest pool hesitates to attempt 
the putting up of a stock where mil- 
lions of shares are outstanding and in 
the hands of disappointed holders who 
will sell precipitately on a minor show 
of strength. 

Banks Anxious For Reaction. 


The display of strength in the 
money market during the past week 
was explained by month-end needs 
for payments of interest and dividends, 
but it is somewhat deeper than that. 
The banks want a set back in security 
prices. Bank loans on corporation se- 
curities did not show any decided in- 
crease during the past few weeks, and 
while huge disbursements were un- 
questionably made on the first  in- 
stant, there is a plethora of funds. 
The lenders hold the high hand, and 
while their intentions cannot be ac- 
curately judged when there «are other 
legitimate reasons for firm money, the 
next week or so will give a clear and 
decisive line on whether they want a 
break. Jf they do want it, it will 
tome, 

The rails are in the best position of 
any section of the market to have a 
broad advance. Earnings are re- 
markably good and apt to continue so 
indefinitely. While earnings are not 
quite up to 1923, they are far in ex- 
cess of last year and the showing the 
roads are making, together with good 
dividend returns at present levels and 
many mergers close to conclusion, can- 
not help but bring investment funds 
on an ever increasing scale into these 
stocks, 

Rail Consolidations Near. 

During the past week one of the 
most prominent railroad men stated to 
President Coolidge that consolidations 
long proposed and in favor with the 
administration are in accordance with 
wishes of railroad interests and will 
undoubtedly go through in due time. 
There are many difficult problems to 
be solved, but they are being worked 
out gradually.

Cotton Goods Market 
Quieter During Week, 
But Prices Stay Firm 


New York, October 3.—(/)—Cotton 
goods markets have been somewhat 
quieter, with prices remaining firm. 
Print cloths and sheetings have sold 
at full prices for spot delivery and 
mills are comfortably sold ahead on 
them for the next 60 days, The 
curtainment of production in south- 
‘ern mills due to drouth has been de- 
laying production of cloths and yarns 
and has also tended to hold prices 
firm for nearby deliveries. 

Wide sheetings were advanced from 
a basis of 58 cents for 10-4 bleached 
goods to 65 cents. Colored cotton 
goods are in a stronger position, due 
to steady sales and the reduction of 
mill stocks. Denims, chambrays, chey- 
iots, stripes, plaids, and tickings are 
now held firm at quoted prices. One 
line of tickings was advanced 1 cent 
a yard. Some lines of printed -per- 
eales have been advanced half a cent 
Pa vard., 

There has been a larger movement 
in wide flannels, flannelette cotton 
blankets, and domestics. Sales of 
4-4 bleached cottons are less active. 
There has been a steadier demand for 
small lots of ginghams. Bayou mix- 
tures continue to sell steadily. Fin- 
ishers are beginning to receive spring 
orders more freely.

| mediate future, and the lack of activity 


in them is based on a rather weak 
market for the metal. Most pro- 
ducers are out of the market at pres- 
ent prices, but it should be borne in 
mind that earnings reports are ex- 
eellent and most: of the good com- 
panies have more than earned their 
dividend requirements already. Kurope 
is beginning to show more interest in 
copper, but the foreign buying is as 
yet light. Nevertheless, the statisti- 
cal position of the industry is good 
and buying of the shares is on the in- 
crease from well informed sources, 
Bond Act Uneasily. 

Bonds have acted uneasily during 
the past week, affected to a consider- 
able extent by uncertainty in the 
money rates. It takes several days 
for investment money to find its way 
back into the market after an in- 
terest date. Bonds have the appear- 
ance of seeking levels that conform 
to the financial situation, and these 
levels are hard to find, because the 
stock market is without strict trend. 
Debenture bonds of good railroads 
have been active and strong, many of 
them passing through the 7 per cent 
point they held for years. ‘This is yet 
another sign that points to coming 
buoyancy in the railroad stocks. PRub- 
lic utility issues developed a tendency 
to weakness and many speculative 
bonds are moving nervously up and 
down, obviously being in the hands of 
temporary holders. 

Wheat went to the lowest point 
since last April, and then showed a 
modicum of recovery. ‘The action of 
wheat is rather a puzzle to observers. 
Conditions warrant higher prices and 
there is the strongest kind of support 
when heavy selling makes its ap- 
pearance. The decline has been over- 
done and a reaction upward may set 
in at any time. Normal earning power 
is being shown by companies dealing 
with agriculturists, and great strength 
in such shares indicates the faith*the 
investing ‘public has in agriculture 
prosperity for a long time to come. 

Steel Business Good. 

The steel and iron business is very 
good and going into the third quarter 
of the year with utmost confidence 
that consumption will increase suffi- 
ciently to justify expanding opera- 
tions. More additions to furnaces in 
blnst are noted. Bar mills are behind 
with orders and the volume incoming 
is better weekly. Sheet and tube 
business is especially good and com- 
panies specializing in these products 
are flourishing. Wire nail consump- 
tion is above expectations with prices 
firm, direct results of the continued 
building boom. 

Cotton has made new lows in the 
last move and has been very heavy 
toned. It has shown recovery from 
time to time but the pressure has been 
strong. Some support is met when- 
ever the prices drop sharply, and the 
general attitude of traders is that 
crop reports have been fairly well 
discounted. Thefe has been quite a 
bit of hedge selling and rapid switches 
from month to month, but there is a 
bright spot in the buying for mill 
account. Exports are fair, and while 
bearishness is rather prevalent, the 
shrewdest calculators are on the cau- 
tious buying side at present quota- 
tions. The mid-week -weather report 
was looked upon as favorable for

Revival of speculative interest in 
the oils was based on the recent de- 
cline in crude production. Marland 
established another new 1925 top and 
most of the popular issues improved 
fractionally. Reports of marked im- 
provement in the packing industry 
were reflected in the steady accumu- 
lation of those stocks, Armour A and 
Cudahy mounting to new high levels 
for the year. 

Talk of further mergers stimulated 
the demand for baking issues. Ward 
Baking B soared 11 points to a new 
high record at 951-2 and then fell 
back to 861-2 under an avalanche of 
realizing sales. General Baking held 
firm around 225. Fleischman moved 
up 3 points to a new high at 143, and 
then sagged to 141.

Allow me to quote from the letter 


conference by the president general. 
It is held at the residence of Mrs.

Far from being un- 
usual. such “vertical winds” lie at 
the heart of some of our best known 
weather phenomena, according to a 
bulletin from the Washington, D. ¢ “ 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic society. 

“Every flash of lightning that you 
see, or that you hear as thunder, and 
every pellet of hail that falls is prob- 
ably due to a ‘vertical wind’,” says 
the bulletin. “These are the fruits of 
rather violent upward and downward 
blasts. If you consider as well the 
gentler rising and falling currents— 
the ‘vertical breezes,’ let us say——-you 
must take pretty much the whole field 
of weather for your sphere. 

Important Weather Factor. 

“Practically every surface wind, 
whatever be its direction or speed, 1s 
moving along to replace air which 
has risen. Clouds, too, are built by 
rising air. The elusive little circles 
on weather maps that denote ‘lows 
and ‘highs’ in final analysis the rep- 
resentation of upward and downward 
air currents. Where cold air from the 
upper regions flows down it com- 
presses the surface atmosphere and 
produces a ‘high;’ where the air, be- 
cause of heat, is rising, if relieves the 
pressure and forms a ‘low. Most 
weather phenomena are due to the 
interplay of forces between ‘highs’ and 


Jows.” which bring in their train 
changes in wind, temperature and 
humidity. 


“The most spectacular of the effects 
of ‘vertical’ winds arg thunder s: -ms. 
As the tracer bullet marks the flight 
of projectiles for a marksman, so the 
great towering ‘thunder head’ marks 
the upward rush of the invisible wind. 
ance. In the rear of thunder storms, 
therefore, strong downward. currents 
Often these thunder clouds may be 
seen growing before one’s eye. Sel- 
dom is the growth slow and orderly. 
More often it is violent, and the up- 
surging clouds appear to boil madly. 
Thunder storms are usually local af- 
fairs and the wind that has rushed 
upward must come quickly earthward

Where Lightning Comes From. 
“Until comparatively recently the 


‘origin of the tremendous charges of 


electricity in a thunder storm baffled 
science. Now it is pretty generally 
believed that they are caused by the 
upward gusts of air—that these are in 
truth the dynamos of the sky. The 
building up of the electrical charges 
is supposed to be brought about by the 
gusts blasting raindrops to pieces, the 
smaller fragments carrying negative 
charges upward while the large drop- 
lets with positive charges remain. be- 
hind. Hostile forces are established 
and when the.strain becomes too great 
it is relieved by a lightning flash. 


When the negatively charged upper’ 


cloud floats away before the strain 
is relieved, the flash is to the earth. 


“Vertical winds’ are also credited 
with the production of hail, and their 
structure bears out the 
theory. Raindrops carried upward by 


the less violent gusts, according to 
this hypothesis, are frozen in the cold 
upper air. Sinking in the boiling 
cloud they acquire more moisture on 
the lower levels and are again carried 
to the freezing region. On the num- 
ber of skyward trips made before they 
escape from the boiling cloud and fall 
earthward depends the size of the 
hailstones.”

One day last week the “white house 
spokesman” told the 50 or 60 news- 
papermen with whom he talks from 
time to time about a caller from Chi- 


cago who is promoting an “agricul- 
tural mart” in that city, a building 
so big that its aggregate floor space 
is to be about 75 acres, as much as a 
fair-sized farm itself. It is to be a 
gigantic market house for agricultural 
products, where farmers of every 
kind ean bring their wares and buy- 
ers can come to look at them. The 
building is a wholly private. enter- 
prise, promoted and financed by pri- 
vate individuals in Chicago, the same 
as any other kind of building. 


What struck some of us as remark- 
able about this episode was that a 
busy “white house spokesman” should 


give some of his time to the organizer 
of a building; and that in the midst 
of French debt negotiations and other 
fairly weighty public matters, the 
project should be regarded as of suf- 
ficient consequence to be communi- 
cated to the newspapers. It struck 
some of us as unusual, yet easy to 
explain, and when explained, inter- 
esting. 


The present administration is ex- 
tremely eager to see a solution of 


what is called the “farm problem.” 
That problem constitutes the only 
cloud in the republican political sky. 
If it were solved, Washington 
wouldyt have anything to worry 
about. The administration wants the 
problem solved and wants it solved 
through private initiative. That con- 
stitutes the division of opinion: the 
administration admits the existenge of 
the farm problem, but insists there 
is no way for the government to cure 
it consistent with sound economics 
and sound public policy; some of the 
farm leaders proclaim the existence 
of the farm problem and claim the 
only way to cure it is through goy- 
ernment action. That is the most 
acute question at Washington in a 
period of uncommon political quietude.

care of this ever-present problem of 
surplus. Some day the farmers will 
be so thoroughly organized, I hope and 
believe, that they will be able success- 
fully to cope with the surplus, but that 
day has not come yet.” 


Thus far Governor Lowden has sai: 
that the farm problem exists; that the 
ideal way to cure it is through co- 
operative associatiofWNs by the farmers 


themselves, bat that it will be many 
years before this can happen. We are 
now -¢urious to learn, naturally, 
whether Governor Lowden is willing 
to take the other horn of the dilemma 
—whether he wants the government 
to do what the farmer cannot. 

When the answer is sought in the 
governor’s own words, one gets the 
idea that at this point he finds him- 
self a little at war in his own mind. 
At this point Lowden as a farm leader 
seems to come into collision with Low- 
den as a conservative business man. 
He squints toward the government ac- 
tion which the political leaders of the 
farmers in congress demand, but he 
seems to hedge. He says: 


“Meantime, are we to sit idle, 


awaiting the further depletion of our 
soils and the ruin of our agriculture?” 


Right here is where the governor 
should give the answer jf he really 
has one that he believes in. But he 
doesn’t seem quite willing to do so. 
He describes what Brazil did with 
coffee. 


“Other nations have had the prob- 
lem of a surplus of natural products 
and have set about trying to solve it. 
A few years ago the coffee growers 
of Brazil were in dire distress... Un- 
restricted competition among them 
threatened to bring bankruptey. ‘The 
nation saw that only by centralized 
selling for export could they hope to 
adjust the supply to the world de- 
mand. ‘To effect this, they adopted a 
somewhat intricate plan called valori- 
zation, which has been in operation 
for a number of years. That it has 
resulted in stabilizing the coffee mar- 
kets of the world, with a living price 
to the producer, every one knows.” 


He also describes what the govern- 
ment of Great Britain has done for 
the rubber planters in the British 
colonies. 

“A few years ago the rubber plant- 
ers in the eastern colonies of Great 
Britain were well-nigh bankrupt be- 
cause of the low prices they were re- 
ceiving for their rubber. They suc- 
ceeded in interesting the British gov- 
ernment in their troubles. The Co- 
lonial office of that government 
worked out what was known as the 
Stevenson plan. All the world 
knows the result. The price of raw 
rubber has greatly increased and these 
far-off colonies are among the most 
prosperous portions of the British 
Empire.” 


Governor Lowden describes these 
successful experiments in government 
purchase of the producers’ surplus. 
He describes them with the air of 
indorsing them. But at that moment 
the conservative business man in Low- 
den again overcome the farm leader, 
and he says: 


“In the case of rubber, it is prob- 
able they have gone too far, and in 
any plan which we might adopt we 
would be wise to avoid the excesses 
to which the British government 
seems to have gone.” 


Governor Lowden indeed expressly 
repudiates suggesting that the govern- 
,ment of the United States should do 
for wheat and corn what the govern- 
ment of Brazil has done for coffee 
and the government of Great Britain 
for rubber: 


“But.” he says, “I am not advo- 
eating either the valorization plan of 
| Brazil or the Stevenson plan of Great 
Britain. I do think, however, that 
‘Just as Brazil has found a way by 
‘which her coffee surplus is no ‘onger 
i menace, and England a method by 
which her rubber surplus no longer 
| paralyzes the rubber-growing industry, 
‘so we in America may, if we will. 
‘find a means of taking from _ the 
iback of the American farmer the bur- 
iden of his surplus.”

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A Diverting Tale 

Of Lite at Sea, 

As Told in the 
Commander’s Cahin. 


T WAS the custom of Captain 
Henderson, of the Andalusia, 
to invite two or three of his 
passengers to his room after 
dinner for a cigar and con- 
versation.- Nor were these 

tvored beings always drawn from the 
distinguished diners at the captain’s 
table. The commander was a vigor- 
ous and portly gentleman, far from 
old and very much in charge of the 
ship. As the voyage progressed he 
inade his own selection of friends, and 
a signal mark of regard was this post- 
prandial invitation to step up to the 
bridge and enter the strictly private re- 
gion where Captain Henderson spent 
most of his time. Sometimes the doc- 
tor was one of the party, and it was 
pleasant to observe the easy terms- on 
which these two professionals, so far 
apart in their training, maintained their 
intimacy. 

But even more surprising was it to 
experienced passengers to be invited 
up as the captain put it, “‘to meet my 
chief.””

Nothing much could hap- 
pen to him that he had not already 
known. 

To the ladies and gentlemen who 
met him during the voyages of the 
Andalusia, and saw in him merely a 
figurehead of a competent and faith. 
ful staff, an officer in charge of an 
unusually well found engine room, this 
didn’t seem possible.

She wouldn’t 
have been so bad, if they’d only given 
us some gear and stores. But she was 
so dirty down below it.got on a man’s 
mind and made him miserable just to 
be working by her.

(Continued From Last Sunday.) 


NEMIES of 


the Bible have 
been “blasting at 
the Rock of Ages” 
for nearly two 
thousand ye rs but, 
in_ spite of attacks 
of open and_ se- 
cret foes, God still 
lives, and His 
Book is still pre- 
cious to His children. 

The Bible would be the greatest 
book ever written if it rested on its 
literary merits alone, stripped of the 
reverence that inspiration commands; 
but it becomes infinitely more valu-

able when it is accepted as the Word . 


of God. As a man-made book it would 
compel the intellectual admiration of 
the world; as the audible voice of the 
Heavenly Father it makes an irresist- 
ible appeal to the heart and writes its 
truths upon our lives. Its heroes teach 
us great lessons—they were giants 
when they walked by faith, but weak 
as we ourselves when they relied upon 
their own strength. 

And so when we set out in search of 
a foundation for statute law, we dig 
down through the loose dirt, the mould 
of centuries, until we strike solid rock 
and we find the Tablés of Stone on 
which were written the Ten Command- 
ments. All important legislation is but 
an elaboration of these few brief sen- 
tences, and the elaborations are often 
obscuring instead of clarifying. 

Bible Educates. 

If we desire rules to govern our ‘spir- 
itual development we turn back to the 
Sermon on the Mount. In our educa- 
tional system it takes many books on 


many subjects to prepare a mind for 
its work, but three chapters of the 
Bible (Matthew 5, 6 and 7) applied to 
life, would have more influence than 
all the learning of the schools in deter- 
mining the happiness of the individual 
and his services to society. ; 

If we want to understand the evils 
of arbitrary power, we have only to 
read Samuel’s warning ot the children 
of Israel when they clamored for a 
king (1 Sam. 8:11, 17). 

If we would form an estimate of. the 
influence that faith can exert on a hu- 
man life, and, through it, upon a world, 
we folldw the career of Abraham, “the 
friend of God,” and see how his trust 
in Jehovah was rewarded. He founded 
a race, than which there has never been 
a greater, and established the religion 
through which today hundreds of mil- 
lions worship God. 

David showed us how a shepherd lad 
could become the “warrior king” and 
the “sweet singer of Israel,” with 
virtues so big that, in spite of his enor- 
mous sins, he is described as “a man 
after God’s own heart.” 

Lessons Needed Today. 

ND what. varied instructions we 

draw from the life of Moses! 
Hidden in the bulrushes on the banks 
of the Nile by a mother who, by in- 
Stinct or by divine suggestion, pre- 
visioned a high calling for her son; 
found, under Providential direction, by 
a daughter of Pharaoh; reared in the 
environment of a palace and with the 
advantages of the most enlightened 
court of his day; compelled to flee into 
the wilderness because of an outbreak 
of race passion; called to a great work 
by a Voice that spoke to him from a 
bush that “burned but was not con- 
sumed ;” modestly distrusting his abil- 
ity yet dauntless as the spokesman of 
God—dispenser of plagues—wonder- 


working man! Born of an obscure fam- 
ily and buried in the Land of Moab in 
a sepulcher which “no man knoweth,” 
and yet between these two humble 
events he rose to a higher pinnacle than 
any uninspired man has ever reached 
—leader without -comparison — law- 
giver without a peer. 

He: teaches many lessons ,that, like 
all truths, can be applied in every gen- 
eration in every land. Race sympathy 
made it possible for him to lead his 
people out of bondage—no one not of 
their own blood could have done it. 


_ This lesson needs to be heeded today. 


Our part in the evangelization of the 
world will be done through native teach- 
ers, education here or in our missions, 
rather than directly. The reformer, 
too, finds in the hardening of Pha- 
raoh’s heart the final assurance of sue- 
cess; when the “fullness of time’ has 
come and any form of bondage is ripe 
for overthrow, the taskmaster’s deinand 
for “bricks without straw” gives the 
final impulse and opens the way. 
Joseph’s Life Instructs. 

Joseph has made the world his 
schoolroom. He enables us to under- 
stand the words of Solomon: ‘Where 
there is no vision the people perish.” 
He shows how, in the hour of trial, 
faith can triumph -over reason—how 
God can lead a righteous man through 
a dungeon to a seat by the side of the 
throne—how the dreamer can turn 
scoffing into reverence when he has the 
corn. 

Samuel is a_ Standing rebuke to 
those -who think “wild oats’ a neces- 
Sary crop in the lives of young men. 
He heard the call of God when he was 
a child; was reared for the Father’s 
work, and lived a life so blameless that 
the people proclaimed him just when 
his official career came to an end. 

In the Proverbs of Solomon we find 


a rare collection of truths, beautifully 
expressed; in Job we find an inexhaust- 
ible patience set to music and an ine 
tegrity that even Satan himself could 
not corrupt. 

The Prophets alone would immor- 
talize the. Bible—rugged characters 
who dared to rebuke wickedness in high 
places, to reproach a nation for its sins 
and to warn of the coming of the wrath 
of God. See Elijah on Mount Carmel, 
mocking the worshipers of Baal; hear 
him thunder the Almighty’s sentence 
against a king who, coveting Naboth’s 
vineyard, broke three commandments 
to get a little piece of land. And yet 
Elijah fled from wicked Jezebel and 
would have despaired but for the Voice 
that assured him of the thousands who 
were loyal even when the conspicuous 
became faint-hearted. 


Elisha Was Link. 

Elisha was a visible link in the chain 
of power. He was not ashamed to 
wear the mantle of his great predeces- 
sor; he was willing to take up an une 
finished work. He bears unimpeach- 
able testimony to the continuity of the 
divine current when human conductors 
can be found to transmit it. It was 
Elisha who drew aside the veil that con- 
cealed from his affrighted servant the 
horses ahd chariots that upon the 
moutain, await the hours when they are 
needed to supplement the strength of 
those who fight upon the Lord’s side; 
it was Elisha, too, who proved to the 
warriors of his day that magnanimity 
is more potent than violence. He con- 
guered. by self-restraint—and ‘the 
bands of Syria came no more into the 
lands of Israel.” 

Daniel is another man in whom faith 
begat courage and for whom courage 
carved a large niche in the temple of

THE OCCULT WAY OF BRIGHT’S 
DISEASE 


HE symptoms in an actual in- 
stance of nephritis or 
Bright’s disease in a woman 
of thirty-five fairly well il- 
lustrate the common picture 
of that very common affec- 


She had four children. Her father 
died of cancer—which made her fear 
cancer, though the disease is not here- 
ditary. Her mother died of “decline”’ 
—which made the patient fear con- 
sumption, though that is not heredi- 
tary. For a year or more she had 
done all the worrying in her house, 
her brute being a ‘“‘moderate drinker” 
and therefore indifferent as to the 
wants of the children and their mother. 
D--n a moderate drinker anyway! He 
is neither drunk nor sober, but just 
brutally indifferent to the unhappiness 
of those he ought to honor and love. 

The patient had a ‘“‘sour stomach,” 
which she attributed to costiveness. 
Appetite was as good as usual, and no 
weight had been lost. Now and then 
a severe frontal headache, sometimes 
it was felt also in the back of the head. 
Sleep was poor. At times, when 
troubles came unusually thick, and de- 
voted husband bade her ‘‘forget it,” 
she became hysterical. Hence the 
headaches were called ‘‘nervous.”’ 
Hysteria, however, is not a nervous 
disease at all; it doesn’t particularly 
affect nervous individuals. With a spell 


of hysteria there was genesally severe 
vomiting, and the greenish hue of 
ejected material—a normal state of 
affairs if vomiting occurs repeatedly 


from any cause—satisfied the patient 
her trouble was ‘“‘liver complaint.” 

Thus far we have “sour stomach,” 
‘liver complaint” and “‘hysteria’’ as 
causes assigned for the woman’s con- 
dition. ‘‘Migraine,” “intestinal auto- 
intoxication,”” and ‘“‘womb_ trouble’”’ 
were other guesses made by physi- 
cians who did not spend more than a 
few minutes in examining the patient. 

The woman went on a visit out of 
town. She was seized with coma on 
the train, and after three days of un- 
consciousness she died. An autopsy 
disclosed an advanced nephritis— 
Bright’s disease. 


A famous medical teacher compar- 
ed Bright’s disease to icebergs, most 
of whose bulk is submerged and in- 
visible; the symptoms of Bright's dis- 
ease are in fact manifestations of its 
later stages. When the symptoms be- 
come so alarming as to lead to a com- 
plete physical examination, including 
urinalysis, and the consequent diagno- 
sis of nephritis, the patient may have 
only a few months or a year or two 
to live. But if recognized in its earlier 
stage—and this is usually possible 
only when annual physical examina- 
tions are mdde even when health 
seems all right—simple precautions in 
living may prolong life fifteen or 
twenty years. 

Sugar an Ideal Food 


HAT are the effects of over-in- 
W dulgence in sugar and candy? 
I am a woman thirty years old, 68 


inches tall, weighing 138 pounds. 
Should I eat sweets if they agree with 
me? We have been in the habit of 


giving our children bread and butter 
thickly spread with brown sugar 
whenever they want it. Are we do- 
ing right? Is brown sugar as whole- 
some as white sugar? Should one 
take a physic occasionally even if the 
bowels are active—especially a preg- 
nant woman? : 

Answer.—In children — stomach- 
ache vomiting, feverishness. Stomach 
trouble in older persons. You are nine 
pounds underweight; sugar and pure 
candy and other sweets are good for 
you, as dessert. Keep up the habit of 
spreading on the brown sugar thick. 
It is preferable to white sugar—con- 
tains more mineral salts, and is more 
digestible because more savory. 
Taken at regular intervals, bread and 
butter with brown sugar on, makes 
the ideal food for sturdy, healthy chil- 
dren. 


Wart on Face 


-| wonder if you can tell me how to 
remove a wart from my cheek? It re- 
sembles a minature cauliflower. If it 
were elsewhere I should take a chance 
with some of the sure cures everybody 
recommends, but on my face I am 
afraid. (Miss M. P.) 

Answer.—You should take a course 
in a good medical college, and then 
engage a good assistant to hold the 
sponge or pass you the instruments 
before you undertake to treat the 
wart. If you are too busy to do that, 
consult a physician who will do it for 
you. It is never safe to trifle with 
anything resembling a wart about the 
face or head, even if ordinary warts 


about the hands are safely treated 
with home remedies. 
Absolutely 

Please state in your column wheth- 
er you believe it is necessary for an 
eye specialist to put drops in the eyes 
in order to make an accurate measure- 
ment of vision or diagnosis of the eye 
trouble. (W. A. D.) 

Answer.—As a rule it is necessary 
for an accurate test of vision in per- 
sons under middle age. 

Humidity 

I write to ask how it ts possible to 
evaporate thirty or forty or more gal- 
lons of water in a house every day 
without the use of unsightly appara- 
tus? Ours is a good looking home 
with hot water radiators in each room, 
but we should like to keep the air 
properly moistened as a hygienic pro- 
vision. (Mrs. D. H. M.) 

Answer.—Only by keeping the tea 
kettle or open vessels of water sim- 
mering on the kitchen stove and per- 
haps installing in connection with the 
furnace. But if the household tem- 
perature is not permitted to soar 
above the healthful limit (68 degrees 
F.) the humidity will keep fairly high 
without such artificial evaporation. 
Not only the relative humidity, but 
two other factors must be considered 
in relation to the hygienic condition 
of the air, namely temperature and air 
movement. The three factors are weil 
indicated by a simple little instrument 
called the aig tester which has recent- 


ly been introduced for the purpose.

HEN Monsieur Jean Patou, 
king of dressmakers, import- 
ed six of the prettiest Ameri- 
can models for his establish- 
ment in Paris, he did not 

dream that his innovation would stir 
up such a hornet’s nest of ridicule and 
criticism as to make him almost re- 
gret having taken so daring an initia- 
tive. He surely did not count on all 
the contretempts that pretty girls, espe- 
cially well-groomed Americans, were 
likely to experience in the gay city 
where ‘‘mashers’’ molest women as a 
matter of custom and _ time-honored 
privilege. 

Nor did the genial Monsieur Patou 
reckon with the snares of fortune hunt- 
ing noblemen who would be, attracted 
by the published announcements that 
the American mannequins were to re- 
ceiye the largest emoluments in the his- 
tory of dressmaking.

It was the key to 
his whole iife. 

Eyes Opened to Truth. 


Love is not blind, declares Tolstoy ; 
it sees what ought to be done and 
does it. So with Paul. His eves were 
open to the truth and he saw it; 
he was sensitive to the needs of the 
church and his epistles are filled witb 
wise counsel. He encouraged the 
worthy, admonished the erring and 
strengthened the weak. 
well the secret of liberality, as shown 
in 2d Corinthians 8:5. The members 
of the Macedonian church “first gave 
their own selyes;:” giving was easy 
after that. Paul's religion could not 
be shaken: read his vow as recorded 
in the eighth chapter of Romans: 

For I am persuaded that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor prin- 
cipalities, tor powers, nor things 
present, ‘tor things to come, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any @ther crea- 
ture, shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lard.
